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OTHER  VITAL  STATISTICS 
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SnmARY  CIRCITMSmTCES  OP  THE  /JlEA. 

The  District  is  approxinately  50  square  miles  in  area  vd-th  a 20  mile 
coast  line  of  lovely  cliffs  and  ‘beaches.  It  is  divided  into  18  parishes, 
with  a popxfLation  of  7,650,  Agriculture  is  the  basic  industry,  mostly 
dairy  farming,  while  catering  for  holiday  makers  plays  a very  impori;ant  role 
in  the  life  of  the  community.  Many  of  the  householders  are  engaged  (part-time) 
as  outr/orkers  in  the  Net  and  Twine  Industry  based  on  Bridport  Borou^, 


The  l!7est  Dorset  T7ater  Board  took,  over  direct  fesponsibilo-ty  for  the  public 
water  supplies  in  the  District  on  1st,  April,  1959,  although  the  Council 
still  retain  responsibility  for  water  supplies  to  their  own  housing  estates 
at  Morcombelake  and  Uploders,  The  Board  have  not  as  yet  taken  over  the 
various  privately  owned  public  supplies  in  the  District,  and  these  are  as 
follows

Scheme  Phase  1 , 


During  i960  three  trial  boreholes  were  sunk  at  Litton  Cheney,  The 
Board  estimated  that  the  requirement  from  Litton  Cheney  towards  a supply  for 
West  Dorset  would  be  936,000  g,p,d,  and  that  the  possible  yields  night  be  - 


From  the  existing  heading  13,000  g,p,h, 

" Borehole  A,  10,000  g„p,h, 

" " B,  13,000  g,p,h, 

" " C,  20,000  g,p,h, 

5^7000  g^p,h. 

This  is  equivalent  to  1,3A^,000  g,p,d. 

The  ptrrchase  of  10  acres  of  land  known  as  Hooke  Springs  in  the  Beaminster 
Rural  District  was  also  completed. 

The  Board  agreed  to  submit  to  the  Minister  Phase  1 in  detail.  This 
contains  statistics  relating  to  the  Litton  Cheney  boreholes  together  with 
the  details  of  the  Hooke  pumping  station,  the  building  of  five  reservoirs 
and  the  laying  of  approximately  19  miles  of  trunlc  mains  from  Hooke,  westweirds 
via  Toller  Dovm,  to  Broadwindsor,  Salway  Ash  and  Lottery  from  where  a 
connection  could  be  made  to  the  Bridport  supply.  The  Ministry  had  undertaken 
to  consider  at  one  and  the  sa>,me  tine,  the  Board’s  Regional  Scheme  in  principle. 
Phase  1 in  detail,  and  the  Draft  Order  relating  to  the  Litton  Cheney  boreholes 
which  had  been  submitted  to  then  by  the  Board’s  Parliamentary  Agent, 


At  the  June  meeting,  the  Board  received  a letter  from  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Covemnent  enclosing  for  information  a copy  of  the  letter  sent 
to  the  Town  Clerks  of  Dorchester  and  Weymouth  and  the  Clerks  of  Portland  U,D,C,, 
and  Dorchester  R,D,C» , and  the  Secretary  of  the  Weymouth  Water  Works  Companj^, 

In  that  letter,  the  Minis tiy  asked  the  Councils  and  the  Company  to  consider  the 
possibility  for  forming  a single  undertaking  to  servo  the  v/hole  of  their  districts 
and  the  area  of  the  West  Dorset  Water  Board,  The  Board  decided  to  send  a copy 
of  the  letter  to  the  Dorset  County  Council, 


In  November,  the  Board  asked  the  Minister  his  viev/s  on  the  possible  enlargement 
of  the  Board’s  area  as  it  now  appeared  that  the  Local  Authorities  to  the  east 
of  the  area  proposed  forming  a Joint  Water  Board  which  wo\ald  not  include  the 
West  Dorset  Water  Board’s  area.

A deputation  fi'on  the  Board  to  the  Ministiy  at  the  beginning  of  19^1, 
raised  the  two  nain  questions  of  (a)  grants  and  (b)  re-grouping  of  water 
undertakings. 

The  Parlianentary  Secreta,ry  replied  that  he  appreciated  the  Boa,rd*s 
efforts  to  provide  their  area,  vn.th  water.  He  realized  the  financial  burden 
placed  upon  then  and  pronised  to  consider  carefully  the  question  of  grants. 

He  desired  the  Board  to  proceed  \7ith  their  schene  i'jithout  delay  and  was  amd-ous 
to  ncot  their  difficulties.  He  wished  the  Board’s  area  to  be  enlarged  and 
would  seek  to  persuade  their  nei^ibours  to  analganato  vriLth  the  Board,  and  he 
undertook  to  draw  the  Board’s  fears  and  birdens  to  the  attention  of  the  Idnister, 


In  July,  the  Board,  decided  that  owing  to  the  doubtful  strength  of  the  nain 
fron  Litton  Cheney  to  Bothenhanpton,  no  next  supplies  could  be  given  to  estade 
developnent  in  the  Bridport  area  until  the  necessary  capital  works  designed  to 
augnent  the  supply  had  been  conpleted. 


Plans  for  estate  developnent  in  the  District  have  continued  to  be  approved, 
with  the  condition  that  the  developnent  sha.ll  not  be  oonnenced  until  the 
dwellings  oan  be  sei^ved  by  the  ¥,D,  ¥ater  Board, 


Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  ¥hit church  Canonicorun  ¥ater  Works  Conpany 
Ltd.  advised  the  Council  that  it  would  not  be  possible  to  give  an  adequate  supply 
of  water  to  the  Council’s  houses  at  G-oodens  Hill  diiring  the  suncer  of  19^1*  The 
position  is  being  investigated  \7ith  the  Conpany, 


At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Water  Schene  for  Wootton  Fitzpa,ine  village  being 
carried  out  on  behalf  of  the  Pass  Panily  Trust  was  nearing  conpletion.  Satisfactory 
source  sanples  have  been  obtained. 


Inprovenent  of 


and  District, 


In  view  of  the  seriousness  of  the  position  in  Bridport,  a schene  for 
ixnedying  the  supply  was  approved  and  the  necessaiy  detailed  plans  were  being 
prepared  for  subnission  to  the  llinistry.  This  schene  which  woiild  afford  a 
satisfactory  supply  to  Bridport  and  district  by  nid  19^3  woiiLd  use  the  energency 
links  between  Hooke  and  the  Litton  Cheney  systens  which  were  provided  for  in 
the  Regional  Schene,  Water  woifLd  be  puvped  fron  Hooke  to  a i^servoir  on  Toller 
Down  and  then  gravitate  via  rcseiwoirs  at  Stoke  Knapp,  North  Bowood  and  Dottery 
fron  whence  a nain  woiild  be  laid  to  join  the  existing  nains  at  Bradpole, 

Table  1 on  page  7 shows  the  nunber  of  dwellings  in  the  District  v;hich 
receive  a piped  water  supply  fron  the  Water  Board,  the  Council  and  the  above 
nentioned  privately  owned  public  si;ipplies,  together  vriLth  the  estinated 
population  receiving  piped  water  supplies  direct  to  their  dwellings  and  by 
standpipes  only,  79^  of  the  total  nmber  of  dwellings  receiving  a piped 
water  supply  are  supplied  by  the  Water  Board,  by  the  Council  and  the  renaining 
20%  by  privately  owned  public  water  suppliers,  Approxmately  66^  of  the  population 
in  the  Distiict  receive  a piped  water  supply. 


Analyses , 


The  following  table  shows  the  results  of  bacteriological,  analyses  carried 
exit  during  the  year  fron  various  supplies. 
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Water  Shortage. 


In  May,  there  was  a serious  shortage  of  water  at  West  Bexington,  A visit 
to  the  site  was  paid  hy  a senior  Engineering  Inspector  of  the  Ministiy,  As  a 
result^  tlncee  water  tanks  were  provided  by  the  Council  and  the  Borrd  agreed 
to  bear  half  the  cost  of  carting  water  to  then,  and  the  Board  were  asked  to 
proceed  with  the  schene  for  a nains  supply  to  West  Bexington  as  quickly  as 
possible. 

Water  had  also  to  be  hauled  to  the  Council's  houses  at  St,  G-abriels  Close, 
Morconbolako^  during  July  and  August. 

83  visits  were  made  in  connection  vn.th  water  supplies, 

I an  gratefifL  to  the  West  Dorset  Water  Board's  Engineer  for  his  co-operation 
dining  the  year. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage, 

As  stated  in  previous  reports^  the  District  is  not  satisfactorily  sevrered 
and  crude  sewage  is  discharged  into  the  nearest  streams  from  the  villages 
tlirough  which  they  flow,  especially  at  Chamouth,  Chideock,  Synondsbiny, 

Bradpole,  Walditch  and  Litton  Cheney,  However  the  Council  are  very  much  alive 
to  the  problen  and  are  taking  measures  as  fast  as  they  can  to  have  these  villages 
sewered.  In  195^  "the  scheme  for  sewering  Shipton  G-orge  was  oomplejjed,  in  1957 
Burton  Brads  took,  in  1959  Puncknowle,and  during  I96O  at  Chamouth,  the  works  on 
tlie  new  main  drainage  schene  proceeded,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  works 
arji  sludge  beds  and  pump  house  were  98^  completed.  Only  the  la;^d.ng  of  the  sewers 
in  1961  would  complete  the  schene. 

The  existing  arrangements  in  the  followi.ng  parishes  are 
Bothenhampton, 

The  village  of  Bothenhampton  is  adequately  sewered  and  sewage  is  discharged 
into  the  Bridport  Borou^i  sowers  at  East  Rd,,  West  Bay  Rd,,  and  Burton  Rd,, 

The  village  of  Walditch  has  a system  of  sewers  which  discharge  crude  or  only 
partially  treated  sewage  into  a stream,  A main  drainage  schene  for  this  village 
is  being  prepared  by  the  Council, 

Bradpole , 


The  Beaminster  Rd,,  Court  Close  and  East  Rd,,  areas  have  a satisfactory 
sewerage  system  which  discharges  into  the  Borou^  sewers  at  Kings  Head  and  East  St,, 

The  remainder  of  the  village  is  unsatisfactorily  drained,  crude  sewage  being  discharged 
into  the  rivers  Mangerton  ari  Asker,  At  Ignore,  the  owners  of  the  fantory  are 
planning  to  construct  a new  sewage  disposal  plant  which  will  take  in  part  of  the  village 


Buiion  Bradstock, 


Parts  of  the  village  have  yet  to  be  sewemd,  and  the  works  at  Wennet  Hill 
have  been  found  to  require  additiorial  sludge  bods  which  will  be  constructed 
during  1 96I , 


Chideock, 


The  river  I^ynniford  is  seriously  polluted  during  its  course  thmu^  this 
village  and  a proposed  main  drainage  scheme  for  Chideock  and  Seatown  is  being 
prepared. 

Litton  Cheney, 


The  sewers  in  this  village  run  along  the  main  street  either  as  open 
dit olios  or  as  piped  drains  and  discharge  into  a tributary  of  the  river  Bride, 
Only  main  drainage  will  abate  the  nuisance. 
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Loders , 


The  river  Asker  is  grossly  polluted  from  the  twelve  outfalls  and  the  sewers 
thenselves  are  far  fron  satisfactory.  The  Council  have  decided  that  a main 
drainage  sohene  will  he  carried  out  v;hen  nains  T;ater  is  provided  hy  the  \7ater 
Board,  there  being  no  piped  T/ater  at  present. 


The  contract  works  in  connection  idth  the  sewerage  sohene  for  this 
village  were  conpleted  early  in  the  year,  Th-irty  of  the  sixty  foir  existing 
dwellings  which  could  he  served  hy  the  sewer  had  been  connected. 

¥est  Bexington  is  provided  with  a nain  draina,ge  systen  which  conveys 
sewage  to  a disposal  plant  adjacent  to  the  beach.  This  plant  is  unsatisfactory 
being  almost  continuously  waterlogged  due  to  flooding  either  fron  the  lagoon 
or  fron  the  sea  breaking  over  or  throu^  the  Chesil  bank. 


The  village  and  ¥est  Rd,,  areas  are  provided  with  inadequate  and  unsatisfactoiy 
sev/ers  which  discharge  crude  sewage  into  the  river  Sinene,  The  ¥est  Cliff  area 
at  ¥est  Bay  is  satisfactorily  sewered,  and  the  seimge  is  discharged  into  the 
Borou^  sewers.  There  are  no  sewers  in  Eype  or  Broadoak, 

Other  Parishes. 

There  are  no  sewers  or  drains  in  Asker  swell.  Aldington,  Swyre,  Stanton 
St,  G-abii.el,  ¥hitchurch  Canonioorun,  Morconbelake,  Ryall,  Fishpond  Botton, 

¥ootton  Fitzpaine,  Morikton  ¥yld.  Dwellings  in  these  villages  or  hanlets  are 
drained  to  septic  tanks,  cess-pools  or  the  nearest  ditch  or  watercourse. 

The  nenorandun  of  the  Medical  Research  Council  on  Se\iage  Contamination  of 
Bathing  Beaches  in  England  and  ¥ales  was  broufiit  to  the  notice  of  the  Coimcil, 

It  was  decided  to  draw  the  liinisters  attention  to  the  schemes  which  the  Council 
hopes  to  carry  out.  Such  a programme  together  YdLth  estimated  costs  but  in  no 
order  of  pidority  is  as  follows

By  the  end  of  the  year  details  and  drawings  were  nearly  completed  in 
respect  of  the  proposed  Yifalditoh  Scheme, 

In  June,  the  Council  agreed  to  the  setting  up  of  a Joint  Sevferage  Committee 
with  the  Bridpoid  Borou^  Council  and  in  August  a meeting  was  called  by  the 
Mayor  of  Bridport  at  \7hioh  representatives  from  all  the  ¥est  Dorset  Local  Authorities 
were  present  to  hear  a discussion  of  modem  methods  of  sewa,ge  disposal  especially 
from  the  coastal  areas  of  Local  Authorities,  and  in  particular  the  construction 
of  a long  submarine  outfall  probably  one  to  two  miles  in  length.  As  a result 
of  this  meeting the  Borough  Council  agreed  that  a preliminary  Hydrographic  Survey 
at  ¥est  Bay  be  undertaken  as  a necessary  preliminary  to  the  consideration  of  such 
a scheme. 

Closet  Conversions. 

The  Council  opera,to  a scheme  whereby  a £10  grant  is  paid  to  the  owner  where 
an  earth,  bucket  or  chemical  closet  is  conveided  to  a water  closet  and  connection 
made  to  the  public  sewer. 
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Public  Conveniences, 

The  Council  oxm  Public  Conveniences  at  Seatovjn  and  Chamouth,  the  cleaning 
being  carried  out  by  part-tine  caretakers  and  the  naintenance  by  direct  labour 
staff.  The  Council  are  considor±ng  the  provision  of  additional  Public  Conveniences 
at  Chamouth,  Burton  Bradstook  and  West  Lexington, 

Public  Cleansing. 

Following  upon  the  lease  of  a site  at  Coney’s  Castle,  IThitchuroh  Canonicorura^ 
a twice  monthly  refuse  and  salvage  collection  scheme  for  the  western  part  of  the 
District  cane  into  operation  on  the  1sto  April,  19^0.  The  whole  of  the  Distinct 
now  receives  a twice  monthly  collection.  Refuse  and  salvage  collections  are  made 
by  four  men  using  one  lorry,  with  an  additional  nan  and  van  being  employed  during  the 
summer. 

Of  the  2913  properties  in  the  District  only  1750  had  proper  dustbins  and 
steps  are  being  taken  informally  to  secure  a proper  dustbin  for  each  dwelling, 

Tl:e  Dorset  County  Council  have  stated  that  they  'vTill  provide  litter  bins 
at  official  laybys  on  trunlc  and  classified  roads  and  that  it  mi^t  be  possible 
to  pay  the  Rural  Council  the  cost  of  emptying  them.  These  bins  are  regularly 
emptied  by  the  Council. 

The  question  of  nuisances  created  by  rubbish  and  litter  on  and  near  laybys 
has  received  the  attention  of  the  Council  and  it  is  hoped  thnt  the  provision  of 
litter  bins  at  these  locations  vd.ll  do  much  to  combat  the  nuisance. 

Eradication  of  Vermin  and  Rodent  Control, 

One  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  on  a part-time  basis  of  24  hours  spread  over 
5 days  per  week.  In  addition  to  canying  out  surveys  of  private  dv;ellings  business 
places  and  lands,  he  also  deals  vd.th  other  Infestations  such  as  wasps  fleas  and 
flies  in  and  around  private  dwellings.  One  snake  infestation  near  a house  was  also 
dealt  with.  Fly  infestations  at  the  Council’s  sewage  disposal  works  and  refuse  tips 
were  regularly  treated.

Camping  Sites, 

Spending  holidays  in  caravans  or  tents  is  becoming  more  popular  every  year, 
and  the  beautiful  coast  of  tliis  Rural  District  attracts  large  numbers  of  campers. 

On  29th,  August,  i960  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act, 
came  into  force.  This  brought  greater  control  of  caravan  sites  to  the  Local. 
Authority  as  well  as  repealing  all  the  licences  previously  issued  in  respect  of 
caravan  sites  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  269  of  that  Act  however, 
still  applies  to  tents  and  camping  sites,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  licences  had 
been  issued  authorising  the  use  of  tenting  sites  as  follows 

6 licences  for  a total  of  213  tents  on  6 sites  which  a.re  also 
licenced  sites  for  caravan  camps  under  the  new  Act  or  are  likely 
to  be  licenced. 
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In  Jiily,  it  was  reported  to  the  Council  that  the  County  Planning  Connittee 
had  recomended  "that  the  actual  nimber  of  caravans  and  tents  stationed  within 
the  coastal  area  of  the  County  on  h/Q/39  "be  taken  as  a datun  for  the  provision 
of  canping  and  caravan  facilities  and  that  the  possibility  of  acconnodating  the 
excess  of  this  total  over  the  apxroved  nmbers  at  existing  approved  canping  sites

The  Council  held  a special  neeting  in  October,  i960  to  consider  the  Model 
Standards  contained  in  the  Act  of  I96O  and  standards  for  residential  and  holiday 
sites  in  the  district  were  adopted.

Flooding. 

On  23rd,  October,  I960,  A7  dwellings  in  vaidous  parts  of  the  District  were 
flooded  by  tlie  rivers  Asker,  Bredy,  Brit,I.'Iangerton  and  Sinone  after  very  heavy 
rainfall.  These  houses  were  in  the  follo^Ting  places  - Askerswell  3#  Bra-dpole  36, 
Litton  Cheney  2,  Loders  5>  Synondsbury  1 . 

In  the  Bradpole  area  the  houses  were  hosed  down  and  cleaned  out  by  the  Fire 
Brigade  and  Council  employees/  water  under  timber  flors  punped  av/ay  and  the  dwellings 
and  furniture  dried  by  hot  air  machines.  Disinfectant  was  also  issued. 


Soon  after  the  flooding,  a Joint  Meeting  of  Local  Authorities  in  the  area 
together  iTith  representatives  of  the  Dorset  County  Council,  Mnistry  of  Agricultiare, 
Avon  and  Dorset  River  Board  and  British  Railways  was  called  to  discuss  the  flooding, 
what  action  to  take  to  prevent  ft. reourrance,  to  set  up  a flood  warning  system  and 
an  emergency  flood  relief  system.  (Further  flooding  poourred  on  17th.  November 
vAien  throe  hoiises  in  Chideock  and  two  in  Synondsbury  were  affected.

27  inspections  were  nade  of  the  slau^aterhouse  during  the  year. 

Slaughterhouse  Report. 

The  Slaughterhouse  Regulations  as  required  hy  the  Slaughterhouse  Act,  1958 
were  considered  in  July  hy  a Joint  Meeting  of  representa,tives  of  the  Bridport 
Borough  Council,  Biddport  Rural  District  Council,  Lync  Regis  Borou^  Council, 
Chartered  Auctioneers  Institute,  The  Bridport  and  District  Master  Butchers' 
Association  and  the  owner  of  the  private  slaughterhouse  situated  in  the  Bridport 
Rural  District.  As  a result  of  this  ueeting  the  two  Bridport  Councils  included 
in  their  respective  Slau^terhouse  Reports 

(a)  that  the  existing  slaxi^terhouse  facilities  in  the  nei^hourhood 

were  satisfactory  as  to  oapaciiy,  hut  as  the  one  existing  slaughterhouse 
was  under  private  control,  it  was  desirable  that  alternative  facilities 
should  he  nade  available  by  soneone,  other  than  a Local  Authority,  for 
those  traders  or  other  persons  v;ho  wished  to.  slau^itor  their  own  animals, 

(h)  thnt  there  was  insufficient  denand  in  this  nei^hourhood  to  v/arrant 
the  provision  of  a public  abattoir  by  a Local  Authority  out  of 
pubHo  noneys. 

The  Meat  (Staining  and  Steiilisation)  Regulations,  ^^60,  cane  into 
operation  I/II/60, 

Briefly  they  are  to  the  effect  that,  'vTith  certain  exemptions,  nea,t,  a.t 
slaughterhouses  and  other  prenisos,  which  is  unfit  for  human  consumption  nust 
be  sterilised  before  it  leaves  the  prenises,  but  vvhere  there  are  no  facilities 
for  ster1.1i.sing,  the  neat  na.y  be  removed  by  arrangenent  with  an  authorised  officer 
of  the  Local  Authority  to  a place  where  it  will  be  sterilised  or  destroyed.  All 
neat  at  knackers  yards  nust  be  sterilised  or  stained  green.

In  accordance  Tdth  the  Council *s  policy  there  has  been  a slowing  down 
of  the  inspection  of  Classification  IV  dwellings  (those  requiring  denolition 
or  roplaoenont)  and  during  196O  only  10  final  detailed  inspections  were  nade 
leaving  U.6  houses  to  be  finally  surveyed  so  as  to  conplete  the  original  programie, 

Eron  the  following  tables  it  will  be  seen  that  there  are  3 #01 A houses 
in  the  District  of  which  16a  or  3^^  fall  into  Classification  IV,  Diiring 
the  four  3rears  period  fron  the  conpletion  of  the  prelininary  survey  the  nunber 
of  Classification  IV  houses  has  been  reduced  by  27  due  to  \:5)gradings,  inprovenents 
or  denolitions. 
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Of  the  198  dwellings  in  this  Classification,  Denolition,  Clearance  or 
Closing  Orders  have  "been  nade  in  respect  of  13  houses  and  9 have  heen  complied 
with,  11  have  heen  or  are  to  he  purchased  hy  the  Council  for  demolition^ 
r*e-development  or  improvement,  23  liave  heen  improved  hy  the  owners,  6 are 
subject  to  undei*talcings  and  proposals  to  improve  13  have  heen  received  and  approved 
hut  the  vrork  has  not  yet  heen  carried  out.  Regarding  the  remaining  132  houses, 
proposals  have  heen  invited  from  owners  in  respect  of  66  hut  have  not  heen 
received  to-date.  Action  has  heen  deferred  on  6 houses  during  the  lifetime  of 
the  present  tenants  and  the  remainder  are  awaiting  final  inspection. 

The  Council  have  resolved  that  it  continue  to  proceed,  ^vhero  some  merit 
of  preservation  existed,  hy  the  informal  method  whereby  ov/ners  are  invited  to 
submit  proposals  to  eliminate  defects,  hut  that  in  other  oases  the  formal  prooeedure 
as  laid  down  in  the  Housing  Act,  he  adopted.
